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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF FARMINGTON 
JANUARY 1, 1958 TO DECEMBER 31, 1958 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the Town 
of Farmington for the municipal year ended December 31, 1958. The 
audit included an examination of the financial records maintained by the 
Assessors, Selectmen, the Town Manager in his capacities of Town 
Treasurer and Tax Collector, and the town meeting records of the Town 
Clerk. 

An analysis of the results of the year’s operations revealed that 
available funds exceeded expenditures by $16,234.17 (Exhibit D). 


Overdrafts and unexpended balances are summarized as follows:

ASSETS 


The cash balance of $36,357.16 was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the First National Bank, Farmington, Maine (Schedule 
A-1). Cash was counted at the audit date and reconciled with the 
closing balance. Petty cash was verified by physical count. Transactions 
affecting other assets were reviewed and reconciled with balances re- 
flected by the general ledger. Payments received after the close of the 
municipal year were reviewed and external verification undertaken to 
determine the validity of recorded assets at the year end. 


LIABILITIES 
The only recorded general fund liability at the year end was 
$543.19 due reserve funds (Schedule A-11), representing the fire equip- 
ment fund as authorized by the townspeople at a special Town meeting 


on December 29, 1958. 
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RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

The appropriation account balances at the year end amounted to 
$15,564.09, representing various balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year in accordance with statutory requirements, or at the direction of 
the Town officers (Exhibit D). 

The unappropriated surplus at the year end amounted to $31,749.48, 
a net decrease of $6,296.02 as compared with the preceding year. This 
decrease was occasioned principally by a transfer from surplus to the 
operating accounts to reduce the tax rate of $22,500.00 less the excess 
of available funds over expenditures (Exhibit D). 


DEBT FUND 
The Town’s long term debt totaled $195,000.00 at the year end, 
consisting of school construction bonds issued in 1955 (Schedule A-7). 
Bonds and notes totaling $16,975.00 were retired on schedule during 
the year under review. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS 

Trust fund principals totaled $37,772.00 at the year end, while 
unexpended income amounted to $1,399.44 (Schedule A-10). These 
were represented by time deposits of $29,171.44 and investments of 
$10,000.00. Income from investments amounted to $1,108.48 while 
$1,091.74 was expended in accordance with the terms of the various 
trusts. 

The highway department fund totaled $658.02 at the year end and 
was represented by a time deposit. The Fire equipment fund amounted 


to $543.19 at the year end, with this amount due from the general fund 
(Schedule A-11). 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 
Count of cash was made and records were checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed as pertaining to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. External verifications were used on a 
sample basis to determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
Warrants, vouchers and cancelled checks were examined for a selected 


period.

The procedure used in accounting for parking meter funds and 
traffic violation revenues was reviewed. The investment of all funds 
was verified by physical examination of bank statements, deposit books 
and U. S. Treasury bonds. Bond coverage of Town officials was veri- 
fied. Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the copies 
of the receipts retained by the Collector. Cancelled notes and bonds 
were examined. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to the 
extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial status of the Town at December 
31, 1958 and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

Again I call attention to the increase in enrollment over that of 
last year. The total enrollment is now 1203 which represents an in- 
crease of 33 in the high school and 46 in the elementary schools. The 
enrollment in the outlying schools still continues to be 30 and above in 
each room and in some individual cases is in excess of 35, which is far 


too high in view of the fact that each teacher handles two and three 
grades each. 
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SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE DISTRICT 

You as a school committee have given unstintingly of your time to 
the problem of building needs and it seems that every individual in 
town should study your findings and heed your recommendations. 
Although the first attempt at forming a school administrative district 
failed, it looks as though the second attempt would come to fruition 
if the people will back you as faithfully as they did the first. It may 
appear that the goal of the Sinclair Act was lost for this particular section 
of the state in failing to act favorably on the measure. However, it is 
believed that once a small district is formed this will serve as a nucleus 
and eventually attract to it the towns necessary to accomplish the pur- 
pose of the Act.

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High School Principal’s Report 


Each year at this time it is the duty of the Principal of Farmington 
High School to report to the citizens on the local situation as it per- 
tains to secondary education. As in the past, this survey will include 
an outline of the future needs as seen from the point of view of your 
administration. 

The increase in enrollment at Farmington High School continued 
as predicted with following registration in September: 


Freshmen 123 
Sophomores 101 
Juniors 102 
Seniors 73 
Post Grad. 3 

Total 402 


I shall reiterate the desperate need for additional room and facilities 
in order that standards be maintained and summarize in some detail 
the findings of the Visiting Committee which evaluated our high school 
for accreditation by the State of Maine Department of Education and 
the New England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. 

At the present time Farmington High School is accredited by the 
NEACSS as a result of the above mentioned evaluation in 1956-57. 
The Visiting Committee listed many needed improvements in order 
that accreditation be continued. Nearly all recommendations have 
been carried out with two exceptions: 


(1) The lack of adequate personnel 
(2) The lack of sufficient room 


One of these weaknesses follows naturally from the other. It is 
useless to consider specialized personnel without adequate room. We are 
expected to make available a library which meets the standards of The 
American Library Association, to eliminate the use of the cafeteria as 
a study hall, to provide laboratory facilities for all science classes and 
to provide a sufficient number of classrooms to make efficient use of 
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personnel possible. To Farmington High School, this means the ad- 
dition of at least 3,000 volumes to a library which must be housed in 
a room with proper facilities for research by the students. At the present 
time we have one laboratory which can be used by only college pre- 
paratory groups in ‘physics and chemistry. This leaves four classes of 
biology, four classes of science and two classes of chemistry and physics 
without facilities for laboratory work. One need only search for a room 
for use for group testing or special conferences to realize the need for 
additional classroom space. 

We are expected to report to the NEAOCS within a year on our 
progress toward completion of the recommendations of the Visiting 
Committee. Unfortunately, we shall be forced to report that our prog- 
ress has been toward a worse situation than previously existed. 

Accreditation by the State of Maine becomes effective in July, 1960. 
We know we will not reach the standards required unless the recom- 
mendations outlined above are carried out. 

Lack of accreditation means simply this: Farmington High will be 
known as a secondary school which is not doing the job which needs 
to be done. Our graduates will be forced to compete with students who 
have had the advantages of superior educational opportunities. In a 
short time we will find that our students are being denied admission 
to some schools if the trend toward reliance on accreditation as the 
primary criterion for college admission continues. 

Your teachers are working to their capacity, and your children 
are achieving at a high level. But such a condition cannot continue to 
exist unless the people see fit to correct the faults inherent in the present 
situation. Since space does not permit further analysis, I should like 
to take this opportunity to invite all interested citizens to visit their 
schools to view conditions as they now exist. 

In closing, I should like to express my appreciation to the Faculty, 
Students, School Committee, Superintendent Green, the Parent-Teachers 
Organization and all interested citizens who have worked so diligently 
with me in striving for more and better education for the children of 
this community.

Dear Mr. Green: 
This is a report of the music activities for the past year. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 

A new feature this year is the subscription to the monthly music 
magazine, Young Keyboard Jr., and its accompanying records. This 
supplements the regular classroom music program, and was purchased 
from funds earned by the music organizations of the Mallett and Ingalls 
schools. 

Music funds were also used to send four students to the Maine 
Music Camp in August 1958. A fifth student was granted a partial 
scholarship. 

In May, the glee club and orchestra traveled to Winthrop to take 
part in the audition festival held there. Both groups performed well, 
and the orchestra won special words of commendation from Dr. Nathan 
Gottschalk of the Hart School of Music. 

A complete list of activities is as follows: 


February — Evergreen Club, Miss Melody - Mr. Melody Concert. 

March — Orchestra Jamboree. 

May — Eastern Maine Music Festival, Home Demonstration Pro- 
gram. 

June — Graduation. 

October — Franklin Teachers Association. 

November — Autumn Round-Up. 

December —M.F.T. Club of West Farmington, Christmas Pro- 
gram. 
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The fact that there are now twice as many classrooms in the town 
schools, makes a weekly visit by the supervisor impossible in most in- 
stances. At present, the three outlying schools are not affected.

Free instruction is being given to eleven students on instruments of 
their choice. 


HIGH SCHOOL 

In April, the high school was represented at the All-State Music 
Festival in Augusta by eleven students. These musicians were selected 
by the managers of the band, chorus and orchestra. They spent three 
busy days and evenings in Augusta, preparing for two concerts which 
were presented the final day. 

In May, twenty orchestra students were accepted as members of 
the Eastern Maine Composite Orchestra. The Farmington supervisor, 
manager of this orchestra, selected applicants from high schools of 
Central Maine to take part in this activity. They met in Winthrop, 
where after ten hours of practice, they gave an evening concert. Dr. 
Nathan Gottschalk of Hart College of Music was the conductor. 

At a special concert in May, nine glee club members were presented 
with four-year pins, and the first John Philip Sousa band award was 
made. ‘This consists of an attractive school plaque (presented by the 
Maine Music Camp), on which the name of the honored student is 
engraved. The student himself receives a pin and a certificate. Avis 
McCluskey was the recipient, having been chosen by the two teachers 
directly concerned with the band, as the senior most deserving of the 
honor in terms of service. 

A complete program of music activities follows: 


February — Hi-P.T.O. 

March — Public Speaking, Orchestra Jamboree. 

April — All-State Music Festival. 

May — Eastern Maine Music Festival, Annual Concert. 
June — Graduation. 

November — Autumn Round-Up. 

December — Christmas Concert. 
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Room and time for rehearsals present two big problems. While 
there is ample room for storing instruments and music, there is lack of 
a room for rehearsals. The only available place is the gymnasium 
which is in use by the Physical Education department. This means 
that no preparation can be made for music classes until the students 
arrive. Time is spent assembling chairs, music, racks, etc., which should 
be spent on music. Then, rehearsals must be stopped early enough to 
pick up equipment, so students can meet the second bus. During part 
of the year another group is waiting to use the gymnasium. (The very 
location of the room makes it necessary to use it as a thoroughfare which 
disturbs rehearsals considerably.) This means that not over twenty-five 
minutes are spent in actual singing or iplaying. 

Although everyone tries to be cooperative, music, for which credit 
is given, is forced into competition with many non-credit activities: — 
outside jobs, meetings of many varieties, make-up work, games, etc. 

Two suggestions to improve these unfortunate conditions are: 

I. A music room. 

2. One period within the school day, when those students in- 
terested in music, could participate without running into conflicting 
non-credit activities.

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Annual Report of the 
Public Health Nursing Service 


FARMINGTON 1958 


Many times I have tried to explain to people in words just what 
“public health” is. To say the community is the patient, or to state 
that nursing service is given in the home or school instead of the hos- 
pital means very little to most people. When an epidemic strikes it is 
easy to understand the role of a public health worker. But most of the 
day-to-day kinds of awareness are unknown to many in the community. 
However, every effort should be made to explain the nursing program 
and make it alive in our community. 

For some years now Farmington has been one of the few towns in 
Maine to provide a public health nursing service for its community 
alone. This enables the nurse to give more concentrated service through- 
out the community. Activities such as the monthly child health confer- 
ence for the preschool child, health examinations and immunizations for 
the school child, dental clinics, vision and hearing tests are particularly 
familiar to most. Programs sponsored by the health council and polio 
clinics are other activities frequently publicized through newspaper 
print and announcements in our many organizations. 

Probably less familiar to many is the program of home visiting. 
First babies in the family are one of the priority factors in newborn 
visiting. Premature births and birth deformities are also high on the 
list. Visits to the home are frequently made when corrections are 
needed for the school child. During the home visit the public health 
nurse is also a case finder and frequently refers children and adults to 
special medical programs such as tuberculosis, mental health and crip- 
pled children’s services throughout the state. Bedside nursing to the 
aged, for lack of time, has been confined to teaching simple nursing 
skills to a member of the family. 
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Then, too, the public health nurse does not work in isolation. Many 
hours are spent with groups who give valuable assistance in our com- 
munity such as the Associated Charities, American Legion Auxiliary 
and other service clubs. In addition, during the past year protection 
against polio and influenza and a diabetic detection program were of- 
fered to local industries. 

Not only are there more families but many of them are producing 
more children per family. No one can disagree that many are not 
getting the benefit of modern medical and nursing care. This may be 
due to their own ignorance of the need for care or negligence. In some 
instances economic need may be the reason. Many families can cope 
successfully with a minor crisis and life’s problems by drawing on their 
inner resources; others find it more difficult. We have a task to discover 
these and serve them constructively. 

While we recognize the need to expand the program in such fields 
as the care of the aging population and chronic disease, it is equally 
important that essential service for mothers and children not be sacrificed. 
At the same time we are always searching for more effective ways to 
reach potential users of our local health services, which is an essential 
part of good community life.

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Report of Planning Board 


YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1958 


This has been largely a year of marking time for the Planning 
Board. In March, 1958, we selected the firm of Renewal and Planning 
Associates to be planning engineers for our Comprehensive Plan. We 
then made application for a Federal grant as outlined in our report of a 
year ago. It had been anticipated that this grant would be available 
shortly after July 1, 1958, when the fiscal year of the Federal govern- 
ment began. Congress did not appropriate the funds for this program 
until just before it adjourned late in the summer and then for a lesser 
amount than had been anticipated; consequently, our applications had 
to be revised. Finally on January 15, 1959, we received official notifica- 
tion that work could commence right away on the Comprehensive 
Plan. The outline of the Program is as follows: 


I. Aerial photography and base maps 


A. Aerial photography with overlap for steroscopic quality topo- 
graphic mapping 
1. Entire township at contact print scale about 800’ per inch 
2. Built-up areas at contact print scale about 400’ per inch

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Report of Chief of Fire Department 


To the Town of Farmington: 

I hereby submit my report as Fire Chief of the Town of Farm- 
ington for the year 1958. This report is for the town only, as I also sub- 
mit one to the Farmington Village Corporation for fires in its area. 

We have answered a total of 57 fires, which in comparison to other 
years, is rather light. 11 of these were in the Corporation, 2 in the Town 
of Industry, and one in the Town of Chesterville. The following is a 
breakdown of the town fires. 

Buildings 
Chimneys 
Grass 
Auto 
False 

Oil Burner 
Dump 

Air blower 

As you can see, we are still long on the chimney fires. The strange 
thing is, that these chimneys are the same ones, practically, that we 
visit each and every year. If these chimneys would receive the proper 
care, our calls would be cut in two. 

There is an article in the warrant to appropriate $2,500.00 for an 
equipment fund. I have mentioned in previous reports, that our 
Maxim pumper is beyond the age limit allowed by the insurance under- 
writers. They go by a ruling that, although the piece of apparatus 
may be mechanically sound, after twenty years it is considered obsolete. 
Our Maxim was purchased in 1933, so it is well over the time limit. 
This amount of money which we are asking, does not come anywhere 
near the purchase price of a new pumper, which 1s now in the vicinity 
of $14,000, but will give us something to start on. 

I think the town should establish a permanent equipment fund, 
such as the Highway Dept. Even a small sum appropriated each and 
every year would take care of our equipment needs without asking for 
a large sum at one time. 

The Department is in good shape. The roster is full and we have 
a waiting list. We haven’t added any new equipment this year, but we 
hope to at least radio equip the tanker sometime this Summer.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, Chapter 90-A, 
R.S. 1954, and at your request, the financial records of the Town of 
Farmington have been audited for the year ended December 31, 1959. 


As required by statute, one copy of this report together with the 
audit procedural form prescribed by Section 26, Chapter 90-A, R.S. 1954 
have been forwarded to the State Department of Audit. 


The examination was in the form of a limited general audit as 
prescribed by the National Committee on Governmental Accounting. 
Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with the preceding year and 
included all procedures considered necessary. 


Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the examination, 
the financial affairs of the Town appear to have been appropriately 
handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying 


comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report present the results 
of the financial operations of the Town for the period designated.

COMMENTS 
TOWN OF FARMINGTON 
JANUARY 1, 1959 TO DECEMBER 31, 1959 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the Town 
of Farmington for the municipal year ended December 31, 1959. The 
- audit included an examination of certain financial records maintained 
by the Assessors, Selectmen, Tax Collector, Town Treasurer, and the 
town meeting records of the Town Clerk. 

An. analysis of the results of the year’s operations revealed that 
available funds exceeded expenditures by $15,136.95 (Exhibit D). Over- 


drafts and unexpended balances are summarized as follows:

ASSETS 


The cash balance of $30,826.00 was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the First National Bank, Farmington, Maine (Schedule 
A-1). Cash was counted at the audit date and reconciled with the 
closing balance. 

Transactions affecting other assets were reviewed and reconciled 
with balances reflected by the general ledger. Payments received after 
the close of the municipal year were reviewed and external verification 
undertaken to determine the validity of recorded assets at the year end. 


LIABILITIES 

The only recorded general fund liability at the year end was 
$3,583.04 due reserve funds (Schedule A-11) representing the fire equip- 
ment fund established in 1958 by vote of the townspeople. 

Notes Payable reflected on the balance sheet under Debt Fund were 
issued during the year in the amount of $45,000.00, as authorized at the 
annual town meeting on March 9, 1959. These notes bear interest at 
3.5°% and mature at the rate of $5,000.00 per year. 
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Bonds payable outstanding at the end of the previous municipal 
year in the amount of $195,000.00 were removed from the balance sheet, 
responsibility for the payment of these liabilities having been assumed 
by the newly formed School Administrative District Number 9. Prior 
to this transfer of responsibility bonds maturing in 1959 in the amount 
of $15,000.00 were retired on schedule, and interest on the outstanding 
issue was paid. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

The appropriation account balances at the year end amounted to 
$7,089.38, representing various balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year at the direction of the Town Officers (Exhibit D). 

The unappropriated surplus at the year end amounted to $30,597.68, 
a net decrease of $1,151.80 as compared with the preceding year. This 
decrease was occasioned principally by the transfer of $16,000.00 from 
surplus to the operating accounts to reduce the tax rate less gain in 
operating accounts. The change in surplus is reflected in Exhibit C. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS 

Trust fund principals totaled $37,772.00 at the year end, while 
unexpended income amounted to $1,500.26 (Schedule A-10). These 
were represented by time deposits of $29,272.26 and government 
securities of $10,000.00. Income from investments amounted to $1,280.05 
while expenditures totaled $1,184.53 during the period under review. 

The Highway Equipment fund totaled $681.24 at the year end, 
and was represented by a time deposit (Schedule A-11). The Fire 
Equipment fund totaled $3,583.04 at the year end, this amount being 
included in general fund cash. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 
Count of cash was made and records were checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. External verifications were used on a 
sample basis to determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
Warrants, vouchers and cancelled checks were examined for a selected 


period. 
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The procedures used in accounting for parking meter funds and 
traffic violation revenues were reviewed. The investment of all funds 
was verified by physical examination of bank statements, deposit books 
and U. S. Treasury bonds. Bond coverage of Town Officials was 
verified. Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the 
copies of the receipts retained by the Collector. Cancelled notes and 
bonds were examined. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to the 
extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. ) 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial status of the Town at December 
31, 1959 and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

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Report of the Town Manager 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


It is with great pleasure that I present this 1960 annual report of 
the Town of Farmington. The cover photo shows a few of many 
scenes which are contributing yearly to our growing industrial strength. 

Highlights of town activities during the past year were the coming 
of a radio station, a fire insurance rate improvement, which enables 
many of our citizens to enjoy lower insurance rates, and many hours of 
work by the Planning Board, on a plan which will help steer Farming- 
ton to greater achievements. 

I wish to take this opportunity now, to give a brief summary of 
other activities during 1959. 


Equipment and Town Garage: 

During the year two major pieces of equipment were traded, those 
being a 1954 Ford truck for a new model, and the 1956 John Deere 
Crawler tractor for a new one. Other town equipment is in reasonably 
good condition. 

Three bays were added to the Highway Department Garage at a 
cost much below the estimate. We now have adequate space for town 
equipment in facilities that will compare favorably with any town in 
the state. 


Highways: 

This past summer more than 20,000 gallons of tar and asphalt were 
applied to town roads and village streets. 

Our Town Road Improvement money was used on the Russell’s 
Mills road, so called, and on the Hammond Road, so called. 

The special appropriation of Russell’s Mills road money, carried 
over from 1958, was used in conjunction with Town Road Improve- 
ment money in that section. 
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Unfavorable weather conditions hampered State Aid Construction 
on the Woodcock Hill road. Because of the weather we were not able 
to use all the money before winter set in. The unexpended money has 
been carried forward and the project will be completed during the sum- 
mer of 1960. 


Health and Sanitation: 

Approximately 3,500 feet of new sewer was constructed this past 
year in the area commencing at Abbott Hill and Intervale Road and 
ending at Middle Street. Because of weather conditions it will be 
necessary to finish this project in the spring of 1960. Work will in- 
clude refinishing High and Lincoln Streets, plus work on private 
property. The line between Middle Street and Perham Street will also 
be constructed at this time. 


Welfare: 


Welfare costs remained about the same as the preceding year. 


Finances: 
Long term School Bonds were charged off as they were assumed 
by the School District. We issued notes totaling $45,000 to finance 


sewer construction and the town garage addition. 


Tax Collection: 

2.5% of the 1959 tax commitment remained outstanding at the year’s 
end, and although collections were slightly better than last Gi it con- 
tinues to be a troublesome problem.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Board of Directors: 

This will probably be the last time that a Report by the Superin- 
tendent of Schools will be enclosed in the Town Report. Next year the 
School Administrative District will probably print a report on school 
activities, school expenditures and other matters pertaining to education. 

By the time you read this the budget for education will have been 


_ decided and the sum required for Farmington’s share of this total 


Budget will be determined. 

There are some matters that I feel duty bound to pass on to you be- 
cause they will affect you and your children. The most pressing educa- 
tional need that we must face up to is that we do not have an adequate 
number of classrooms for the ever increasing number of children that 
we enroll in our schools. 

Did you know that from 1950 to 1958 we had an increase in the 
number of youngsters in our Farmington schools that amounted to 
38°%? In other words we were educating over one third as many more 
pupils in 1958 than we did in 1950. In numbers this increase totaled 
over 350 pupils! To add to our troubles we expect an added increase of 
forty pupils each year for at least ten years! 

We do not have the classrooms now to adequately house our school 
youngsters. In all probability our High School program will be con- 
ducted on double sessions next fall on this account — too many pupils, 
too few classrooms. The Ingalls School is at a capacity enrollment this 
year, and extra classrooms will be needed by fall. These are immediate 
problems and in no way project the necessity for even more classrooms 
within a ten year period in which we expect an enrollment of 450 more 
than we now have. 

Your Board of Directors have spent a considerable amount of time 
in an attempt to correct the present shortage of space and have agreed 
that as soon as possible the following building expansion should be 
undertaken. 

1. That an addition to Farmington High School should include 
classrooms and facilities for an enrollment of 500 pupils. Their plan 
calls for the addition of eight classrooms, a library, and an extension to 
the gymnasium. 
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2. That the Ingalls School be renovated so that four additional 
classrooms can be built within the present structure. ‘Two of these 
classrooms would be in the present auditorium, and two would be con- 
structed from space presently occupied by a storage room, principal’s 
office, superintendent’s office and the school library. 

3. That a new three classroom school should be constructed in 
Chesterville so that these youngsters can have adequate facilities pe a 
better educational program. 

The building program outlined above is not one that can be con- 
sidered as unnecessary, in fact, it would be correct to say it is one to 
prevent a serious emergency, more serious than the overcrowded condi- 
tions of four years ago when the new high school was built. The high 
‘school program is deteriorating on account of lack of facilities, and 
accreditation by the State Department of Education will not be forth- 
coming unless better ones are provided. 

It is my firm conviction that postponing the building program 
outlined above will cause a serious deterioration of our educational pro- 
gram which can only be measured by the effects it has on our children. 
I hope that the residents still consider the welfare of youth as being 
more important than any other single resource.

High School Principal’s Report 


In this report your high school principal will summarize the school 
- year to date and suggest some problems which confront us all in the 
very near future. 
School opened September 9, 1959 with the following numbers in 
classes present: 


Freshmen 111 
Sophomores 114 
Juniors 105 
Seniors 94 
Post Graduates Z 

Total 426 


While this increase appears to be small, it resulted in a new set of 
problems since our classes had been at full capacity in 1958-59. I need 
not repeat here in detail the problems which have resulted from this 
overcrowding. You are all familiar with the fact that our cafeteria, 
locker rooms.and storeroom have been used as classrooms this year. 

Now we are faced with the probability of double sessions for 
1960-61. It seems that such a step will probably be necessary in order 
to keep classes down to a teachable size. This will mean that school 
will be open approximately ten hours per day with one half the student 
body in attendance at a time. 

I see no solution other than more rooms and. additional staff. Your 
Board of Directors is working diligently to ascertain the needs of your 
schools in the light of population forecasts and will in the near future 
submit proposals for your consideration. 

I would like to take this opportunity to commend Superintendent 
Wells and the Directors publicly for their untiring efforts toward a 
solution of Farmington’s school problems and urge all citizens to lend 
them support in the interests of the best possible education for the 
children of Farmington.

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Report of Music Supervisor

Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor of Music. 

In twenty-one of the elementary schoolrooms of the district, the 
supervisor visits once a week: in the remainder, once in two weeks. 

Eighth grade music is elective this year. Fifty students make up 
the chorus, and are preparing selections for their graduation. 

Theory is being stressed in the first five grades. Workbooks com- 
piled by the supervisor facilitate this work. 

Fourteen children are receiving private instruction weekly upon 
their instruments. 

The Ingalls School has a glee club numbering forty-eight, a thirty- 
piece orchestra, and a twenty-two piece band. One new organization is 
the Mallett School glee club which has seventy-five members. 

The outstanding event of the past school year was the annual Miss 
and Mr. Melody contest and concert, the proceeds of which were used 
to send four students to the Maine Music Camp. 

Other appearances of the music organizations were at — Orchestra 
Jamboree, Dramatic Club Play, Youth Cavalcade Auditions, Eastern 
Maine Music Festival, Senior Play, Graduation, and “'This Is My 
Country ” (patriotic program). 

Music at the high school continues under the difficulties stated the 
past two years, slightly magnified since a program change. Time and 
room are still urgently needed. 

During the past school year, the music organizations have partici- 
pated in the following events — Public Speaking, Orchestra Jamboree, 
Maine All-State Festival, Dramatic Club Play, Youth Cavalcade Audi- 
tions, Senior Play, Eastern Maine Music Festival, Graduation, Christmas 


Concert, Christmas Assembly, and three TV appearances on WCSH. 
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A Glee Club of forty voices, and a twenty-six piece orchestra re- 
hearse weekly. In addition, small groups are being formed (two at 
present) to provide music upon request, when the use of a large group 
would not be feasible. 

A newly formed Music Council is at work upon a plan to offer 
awards to students who are participating in the music program. They 
hope to put this plan into effect this year.

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Annual Report of the 
Public Health Nursing Service 


FARMINGTON 1959 


At the year’s end it is again appropriate to give you an account of 
public health nursing services in your community for the year 1959. 

On September first of this past year the health services were revised 
to include the towns in the School Administrative District of Farming- 
ton, Chesterville, and Industry. A new health office has been set up in 
the Community Center with the three towns cooperating with the 
School District to provide community health services. 

The health council has been enlarged to include representation from 
Chesterville and Industry as well as that of Farmington. The council 
continues to give your public health nurse the support needed to carry 
on the various health programs. 

The regular monthly child health conferences, now held in the 
health office in the Community Building, have increased with our grow- 
ing population. Two physicians are in attendance at each conference 
and administer health examinations and protection for smallpox, 
diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus and polio. Many volunteers con- 
tribute their time and effort to keep this program active. 

The school health program, an integral part of the community 
health program, has the full support of the teachers as well as the com- 
munity medical and dental staff who have a continuing interest in the 
health of the school-age child. 

Follow-up home visiting is one of the more important aspects of 
the public health nursing activities. This includes visits to individuals 
and families under care of the various State Clinics and Services — 
crippled children, pediatric, mental retardation, cleft palate, adolescent, 
cardiac, tuberculosis — to help patients and families carry out the doctor’s 
instructions for treatment. Health teaching of individuals and families 
in their homes for the prevention of illness, promotion of health and 
correction of defects is of primary importance. 
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There is increasingly a need for teaching nursing care of the sick 
and rehabilitation of the handicapped in their own homes, with medical 
direction from the patient’s physician. 

Special polio clinics for children and adults have been held this 
past year to give adequate protection to our community from the disease 
which has been prevalent throughout the State. 

The primary purpose of public health nursing is to provide nursing 
service to people at home, at school, at work, in clinics and health centers, 
so that individuals, families, and the community as a whole will be 
helped to achieve and maintain optimum health.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


We, the Trustees of the Farmington Public Library Association 
express our appreciation for the support which you, the Townspeople, 
have given to the association, thereby enabling it, since 1904, to be a 
free public library. 

You can readily see where the money, which you have appropriated, 
has been spent, and how it has been spent. Although there is cash on 
hand in the general account, in the amount of $314.92, the same is in- 
sufficient to carry us through the month of January, but the same de- 
ficiency will be absorbed from the Library’s General Fund account. 

The Treasurer of the Association has refunded to the Association 
her salary for the years 1958 and 1959, establishing a capital expenditure 
Trust Fund for further improvement in the Children’s section as the 
occasion may arise. 

The year 1933 was the high point in the circulation of books taken 
from the Library, while the low point was in 1956 when 17,874 volumes 
were read. This last year 20,100 books were in circulation. Actually, 
this is all the more remarkable when one considers that the Teacher’s 
College now has its own Library, and the libraries in the grade and 
high schools are much more efficient than they were formerly.

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Report of the Planning Board 


The year 1959 was spent working on the Comprehensive Planning 
Program. As the year progressed and the amount of material comprising 
the total program became greater the Board was meeting weekly and 
sometimes twice a week to thoroughly study the problems and to pre- 
pare programs to help solve these problems. 

Aerial photography was taken of the whole town, and from the 
photos maps of the built-up area and the township were prepared. On 
these highly accurate maps existing uses of land and locations of water 
and sewer lines were plotted. Much information was gathered by the 
consultant working with the Board and several reports were prepared: 


‘1. Traffic and Parking — a study of the needs and problems and 


plans for improvement were made. 


2. Economic Base and Employment — summaries of the types of 
business and industry, investigation of the employment and 
the changes which have occurred in this area, and prospects 
for future employment were analyzed. 


3. Population —the population changes of the past half century, 
the trends of the last decade, and the projections of the 
growth to 1970 and 1980 comprised a report very vital to 
the preparation of future plans. 


4. Schools — growth of the numbers of school children and an 
analysis of the future needs for classroom space were care- 
fully investigated. 


5. Street Standards Ordinance—this set up standards which 
streets must meet before the town will accept them as well 
as ways in which abutters and the town may cooperate in 
the improvement of streets. 


Drafts of reports on other subjects such as Existing and Future 
Land Uses and Community Facilities have been prepared and will be 
available for distribution early in 1960. Also, a Zoning Ordinance is 
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being most carefully prepared. Many meetings have been held to dis- 
cuss the many important parts of the Ordinance and to discuss what 
guides for development shall be established. Many more meetings are 
planned and by the spring of 1960 after adequate public meetings the 
Zoning Ordinance will be ready for presentation to a town meeting. 

One more major matter included in the Comprehensive Planning 
Program remains to be completed early in 1960. This is the Capital 
Improvements Program in which a schedule of expenditures to meet 
the needs for major improvements will be suggested to the town.

This past year has been an exceptional one for fire calls, especially 
with the length and rigorous cold of the winter. 

There are two articles in the warrant this year relative to The 
Farmington Fire Department, one to transfer the Department from the 
Farmington Village Corporation to the Town of Farmington, and the 
other for the support of the same. 

The Farmington Village Corporation was first organized primarily 
for fire protection, and, at that time, the fire department was only 
capable of giving service to those buildings inside its limits. How- 
ever, with the equipment maintained today, the department services 
the entire town. The Farmington Village Corporation has equipped 
the personnel of the department, furnished quarters, and paid a sum of 
money for protection within its limits ever since it was inaugurated 
through taxation of those individuals owning property there. Inasmuch 
as the department has outgrown its original service, I think it only 
fair that the entire town assume the total cost of maintaining it. 

I would like to mention in this report that the Fire Department 
and the Water Department were thoroughly inspected last summer by 
the Board of Underwriters, who determine our insurance rating, and 
we were granted a rating that few volunteer departments are fortunate 
to acquire. This rating was contingent on our replacing our Maxim 
pumper, for which we are asking another sum of money this year.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, Chapter 90-A, 
Revised Statutes of 1954, and at your request, the financial records 
of the Town of Farmington have been audited for the municipal year 


ended December 31, 1960.

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the examination, 
the financial affairs of the Town appear to have been appropriately 
handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying 
comments. 


Exhibits and schedules together with the accompanying comments 
present the result of the financial operations of the Town for the 
period designated.

COMMENTS 
TOWN OF FARMINGTON 
JANUARY 1, 1960 TO DECEMBER 31, 1960 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the various officers 
of the Town of Farmington has been completed for the municipal year 
ended December 31, 1960. 

The examination included a review of cash transactions and an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are incorporat- 
ed in the following comments, exhibits and supporting schedules. 

An analysis of the results of the year’s operations showed that net 
departmental balances credited to surplus amounted to $16,995.70 per 
the following summary: 


Departmental Balances 


Unexpended $21,137 73 
Overdrafts 4,142 03 
Net Balances to Surplus $16,995 70 


Unexpended balances in the overlay and excise tax accounts were 
the principal factors contributing to the net balances credited to general 
fund surplus. 


ASSETS. . .The general fund cash balance of $17,379.68 was 
reconciled with a statement furnished by First National Bank, Farm- 
ington, Maine. 

Investments of $10.00 were verified by examination of the capital 
stock certificate. 

Accounts receivable of $333.24 included sewer charges totaling 
$202.50 and amounts due for charity expenditures totaling $129.74. 

Taxes Receivable of $12,756.89 included the balance of the 1960 
commitment in the amount of $11,630.60 and balances of prior years 
taxes totaling $1,126.29. 

Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $1,725.00 and 
$88.09 respectively at the close of the municipal year. 

A deferred asset in the amount of $14,882.27 reflected by the 
balance sheet represents funds expended on the Tannery Brook sewer 
line in anticipation of an authorized note issue not consummated until 
after the close of the municipal year.

LIABILITIES. . .Notes payable amounted to $37,500.00 at the 
year end and represented the unpaid balance on sewer construction 
notes in the amount of $35,000.00 and a balance of $2,500.00 on the 
Town garage notes. 

Other liabilities included $3,783.04 due reserve funds and $400.00 
due cemetery trust funds. The amount due reserve funds included 
$3,583.04 held in the general fund representing funds assigned to the 
fire equipment fund and $200.00 assigned to the highway equipment 
fund. The fund custodian should take the necessary action to see 
that these funds are properly invested. 


SURPLUS. . .The appropriation accounts show a balance of 
$5,534.75 carried forward to the ensuing year, representing certain 
highway and charity account balances carried forward at the direction 
of the Town officers. 

The net deficit of the Town amounted to $4,942.62 at the year 
end, a decrease of $9,459.70 as compared with the preceding year. 
This decrease was occasioned principally by the payment of long 
term sewer notes during the year under review. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS. . .The departmental operating 
accounts showed an increase of $49,387.71 from funds raised by taxation, 
as compared with the preceding year. This increase in appropriations 
was reflected principally in the education accounts. 

Cash receipts credited to departmental operations decreased by 
$9,296.81, which was accounted for by transfer of school administration 
to School District Number 9. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS. . .Trust fund principals 
totaled $39,610.33 at the year end while unexpended income amounted 
to $56.65. These were represented by time deposits of $29,266.98, 
investments of $10,000.00 and $400.00 due from the general fund. 
Trust fund income amounted to $1,252.96 while $2,696.57 was expend- 
ed in accordance with the terms of the trusts. 

The highway equipment fund amounted to $905.29 at the end 
of the year, an increase of $224.05 as compared with the preceding 
year. This increase was occasioned by a transfer of $200.00 from the 
general fund and by interest earned by the deposit. 

The fire equipment fund amounted to $8,583.04 at the year end, 
an increase of $5,000.00 as compared with the preceding year. This 
increase was occasioned by a Town appropriation of $2,500.00 and a 
like amount received from the Farmington Water District. 
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GENERAL. . .The townspeople authorized the application of 
$15,000.00 of surplus funds to reduction of the tax rate. At a special 
town meeting they authorized the application of all 1960 excise tax 
receipts to the Summer Roads account. They authorized the Selectmen 
to issue town notes in an amount not to exceed $20,000.00 for purchase 
of highway equipment and in the amount of $15,000.00 for completion 
of the Tannery Brook sewer. These notes were not issued until 
after the close of the municipal year, so are not reflected on the balance 
sheet. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to 
the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were used to the 
extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 

In our opinion the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial status of the Town at December 
31, 1960, and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

Report of Town Manager 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


It is with great pleasure that I present this 1961 annual report, 
covering the 167th year since the town was incorporated and 13th year 
under the Selectmen-Manager form of government. 

Your municipal government witnessed and took part in many 
activities during the past year. I wish to take this opportunity to 
review some of them with you. 


Financial: 


First, it seems appropriate that you be appraised of the financial 
condition of the town. 

Farmington ended the year in a sound financial condition. General 
fund reserves totaled $9,588.93, while our trust funds total $39,666.98. 


It is recommended more general fund reserves be set up for future 
capital improvements. 


ay 


As of December 31, our total outstanding debt was $37,500.00 
representing Notes Payable on the Tannery Brook Sewer Line & Town 
Garage Addition. 

The local assessed valuation of Farmington for the taxable year 
1960 was $3,984,275. This figure represents approx. 30°% of current 


market value. 


Education: 


As you know, since July 1, 1959, the school system has operated 
as Administrative School District #9, which included the towns of 
Chesterville & Industry. 

This system has worked very satisfactorily and will insure our 
children and children of the district towns top quality Education. 
School curriculum will be greatly improved as time goes on. Better 
school buildings are already being built. Good schools and good 
instruction cost money, but under the district plan it will be much 
less than any other way possible. 


Highways: 

1960 proved to be a good year for town ways and village street 
improvements despite two heavy rain showers which struck the town 
on July 4 and July 5, causing wash outs costing an excess of $4,000 to 
repair. 

State aid Construction Funds were used in the Woodcock Hill 
area. This project is completed except for shoulder work and tarring. 
Town Road Improvement Funds were used to construct and _ tar 
Morrison Hill. This project turned out very well and is a big 
improvement in that area. 

The following town roads were ditched and surfaced with gravel: 
Hovey Road, Mason Road and the Seamon Road. A section of the 
Holley Road was reconstructed and tarred and Lincoln Street was 
completely rebuilt. 

Again this year, more than 20,000 gallons of tar and asphalt was 
applied to village streets and town ways. 


Public Buildings: 

During the year 1960, the interior of the auditorium at the 
Community Building was re-decorated. This marked the first time 
since the building was built in 1941. 

A building was built on the Town Garage lot for storage of salt 
and will enable us to demolish an old school house formerly used for 
that purpose. 
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Sewers: 

More than 2,300 feet of sewer was constructed in 1960. 800 feet 
was constructed replacing a line between Middle Street and Perham 
Street and 1500 feet of new sewer was constructed on Middle Street. 
The Middle Street Sewer was built by the School District in order that 
the new High School could be sewered. 

It is here, that I feel a reserve fund should be set up for needs 
which are with us now but will become even more pronounced as 
time progresses. 


The Future: 

As 1961 approaches, Farmington will be observing its 167th 
birthday. The future holds much in store for our town. How much 
will depend on us. We must work together as a unit, attracting new 
industry, urging private enterprise to establish themselves and existing 
businesses to grow stronger. 

May I take this opportunity to express my appreciation for the 
excellent cooperation received from the Board of Selectmen and all 
town employees for their contribution to our government.

Public Health Nursing Services 
FARMINGTON 1960 


The object of a public health program is to bring to all people 
the benefits of modern medical and related sciences including the 
care and rehabilitation of the sick and disabled, the promotion of 
healthful living, and the prevention and control of disease. 

One of the important functions of the nurse is coordination with 
others involved in health work to provide public health services to 
individuals, families and the community. Programs for progress in 
healthful living are constantly at work in our community. This 
past year one important program proposed by a local group is the 
establishment of a Family Counseling Service which will serve the 
Franklin County Area. Another is the addition of fluorides to our 
water supply to aid in the prevention of dental decay, our number one 
health problem. 

During the past year the numbers of children attending the 
monthly Child Health Conferences have increased with our growth in 
population and interest in health protection. This service continues 
to insure a good start in life for our young citizens with medical 
examinations and immunizations against our most dread diseases of 
smallpox, diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus and polio. 

The school health program included health examinations, vision 
and hearing screening, a dental survey, immunizations and health 
counseling to many pupils. A dental clinic was sponsored by the 
Lion’s Club for deserving students. Tuberculin skin tests were offered 
to members of the Freshman and Senior Classes. 

The nurse spends a great deal of time visiting in the home — the 
smallest but most personal health partnership, it is the broadest in 
its reach. Many hours were spent discussing health problems and 
ways to take care of them. These ranged from the simplest to the 
more complex difficulties that may invade a family circle. 

Let us turn to the older age group. Eleven per cent of our popu- 
lation in Maine is over sixty-five. For the nation as a whole it is 
mine per cent. The toll of handicaps for our aging continue to rise. 
It is going to take good planning in our community to promote a full, 
rounded life of dignity and happiness for our aging population. 
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How important is health? Unless one has a lot of it — good 
health is difficult to appreciate. Possessing it we can increase produc- 
tion, maintain a high standard of living and develop individual family 
and group contentment. At the same time we can throw some of 
our strength into the job of making the world a healthier and happier 
place to live.

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Report of Chief of Fire Department 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


The following is my report as Fire Chief to the Town of 
Farmington. 


This past year has been quite a year for the fire department. It 
was our first year under the Town, it was a busy year in the number 
of fires and also in improvements to the department. 


Probably some of you are aware, but many of you are not, that 
the Farmington Fire Department has always been maintained by the 
Farmington Village Corporation from its inception. By this I mean 
they equipped us, provided a truck, maintained the fire station and 
all its equipment. The two Town trucks were housed and cared for 
by the Corporation in return for their use inside the Corporation 
limits. The men were paid a lump sum by the Corporation and this 
was divided as to attendance. When we ventured over the Corporation 
line, which was the greater part of the time, we were on another 
payroll. When we went North we were paid by the town an hourly 
rate and when we went South, between South Street and Ray’s Market 
we were employed by the Suburban Water District, and further on we 
came into Town territory. It had been an unwritten agreement that 
when we answered an alarm in the West Farmington Water District 
that there would be no charge as they would send their department 
to our assistance on the same basis. As you can see, the Secretary of 
the Farmington department had quite a problem at the end of the 
year in paying the men as we were under so many paymasters. As 
of last March, the Town voted to take over the fire department 
completely. We now rent the station from the Village Corporation 
and they in turn presented the Town with all the fire equipment they 
owned plus a sum of money they were holding for future equipment 
needs. 


I do want to say in regard to this change-over that the Farmington 
Village Corporation has been more than instrumental in equipping 
and formulating the department you now have and I think a great deal 
of appreciation is due those assessors of long years standing.

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We answered a total of 67 alarms for the year. Of these 18 were 
chimney fires. The department, has over the years, established quite 
a clientele for our yearly calls for chimney fires. In going over the 
list and we find we haven’t had a call from those houses, it is a fore- 
gone conclusion the family has moved. We had two rather serious 
fires, the Farrington house on the Wilton road and the Armstrong 
barn on the Strong road. I am glad to see that the Farrington house 
has been renovated to become once more a piece of taxable property. 
So many times, especially in the country, when we lose a set of 
buildings they are never rebuilt. The rest of the alarms were of a 
minor nature such as oil burners, grass, brush, the Town Dump 
which, surprisingly enough, causes us very little trouble. 


We had a series of Fire Pump schools during the summer. ‘These 
were held to acquaint the new members with the operation and as 
refresher courses for the older ones. Every man in the department is 
able to operate both pumps. This is very essential, for in a volunteer 
department, especially in the summer, the attendance may be rather 
limited. 

One of the more important improvements that were made this 
year was the cutting over of all the hose and hydrants to standard 
thread. The department has from the beginning maintained a 
Roxbury thread, which means that any surrounding department that 
came to our aid would have to use adapters on the hydrants and we 
would have to do the same in going to their aid. Now we are all 
identical, which, in case of a major fire, would eliminate any 
confusion. 


Our equipment fund has grown to quite a sizable amount to 
purchase a new pumper to replace our Maxim of 1932 vintage. This 
has been brought about by the annual appropriation, the turning back 
of unexpended funds of the fire department appropriation and very 
considerable bequeaths by the Farmington Village Corporation and the 
Suburban Water District. 


Once more I bring up the old problem of our fire alarm. The 
members, especially those that live out of the immediate surroundings 
of the station, do not hear it. A very vivid example of this was just 
last Christmas morning. ‘The alarm was blown a total of 24 times, 
which I would think would wake the dead, but only eight men out of 
25 responded to that alarm. On going down the list by phone we 
had nearly a full company. The common complaint was “I didn’t 
hear it”. A midwest firm has put on the market a form of radio 
alarm wherein each man has a receiver in his home. This receiver 
has a tone alarm in each set which is activated by a transmitter in the 
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chief’s house or at the station. After this tone alarm sounds the officer 
can transmit the location of the fire and direct the men to report to 
the fire or to the station. In reading of departments that are using 
this type of alarm they praise it very highly. They claim the turnout 
is nearly 10094, much faster response to the fire, and also eliminates 
the apparatus chasers, which from time to time, give us no end of 
trouble. As this report is being written rather early I haven’t too many 
details on this system. We do have the promise of a demonstration in 
February and if it proves as good as the claims, I earnestly think that 
we should be equipped with one.

According to the Maine Adjutant-Generals Report Farmington furnished 
326 men to the Union Forces in the Civil War. 58 of this number were casualties. 
(this report includes categories not included on local lists ) 


Butler's History of Farmington” published in 1885 lists the names, ranks and 
other pertinent information on 308 men from this town who volunteered, were 
drafted or served as substitutes; 6 men served in the Navy. 


The Civil War Monument in the common gives the following information: 
505 Farmington Men in Service...13 Killed or died of wounds...35 died of 
disease...25 missing. (Farmington had approximately 4% casualties) 


Battles and skirmishes in which Farmington men were killed,woundedor 
taken prisoner are as follows:

Farmington men were also in Andersonville and Salisbury Prisons. 


The ladies of the town organized a branch of the Sanitary Commission — 
and gathered and dispensed needful hospital supplies. This organization, with 
other Relief units , participated in money-raising projects for the Union cause.

Farmington Fire Department 


Today we salute the Fire Department. This organization came 
into being through the efforts of a few individuals who demanded 
the right of protection from the ravages of fire at a time when the 
community, as a whole, was unwilling to tax itself for this protection. 

Farmington’s first serious fire occurred in 1850 when the buildings 
on the square between Exchange Street and Broadway were entirely 
destroyed with the exception of the Stoyell Block located on the corner 
of Main Street and Broadway. 

Because of this fire, the Farmington Village Corporation was in- 
corporated. However, the group was quite inactive until another fire 
occurred in 1859 on the south side of Broadway. Following that inci- 
dent a new charter was procured. 

The early records of the Village Corporation have become lost or 
destroyed and it was not until 1876 that this organization, which sup- 
ported the Fire Department, began keeping the regular records, which 
have been preserved. 

Originally, as at the present time, the department was a volunteer 
group. The first fire house was located at the rear of what is now 
the administration building of the Teachers’ College, but what was 
formerly the old Academy building. When the Normal School took 
over the Academy in 1864, the building was enlarged and the fire 
house was moved to Pleasant Street, at the site now used as the paint 
shop for the Newman Motor Company. 

In 1885 this building was moved to the Boardman Block and the 
lot was sold to the Town of Farmington to be used for the placement 
of the old Center Meeting House which in turn was to be moved to 
make way for the present Court House. 

At the time of the Great Fire of 1886 the only available fire- 
fighting apparatus was a most inadequate hand pump, which had been 
purchased for $500.00. 

In 1887 the town bought its first fre engine. This was stored 
on Broadway in the building now occupied by J. W. & W. D. Barker, 
Inc. The firemen used to meet in Brown’s Hall which was on the

In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, Chapter 90-A, 
Revised Statutes of 1954, and at your request, the financial records 
of the Town of Farmington have been audited for the municipal year 


ended December 31, 1961. 


As required by statute, one copy of this report together with 
the audit procedural form prescribed by the state auditor for govern- 
mental audits in accordance with statutory requirement have been 
forwarded to the State Department of Audit. 


The examination was in the form of a limited general audit and 
performed in accordance with standards established by the State De- 
partment of Audit and by the National Committee on Governmental 
Accounting. Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with the pre- 
ceding year and included all procedures considered necessary. 


Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the examination, 
the financial affairs of the Town appear to have been appropriately 
handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying 
comments. 


Exhibits and schedules together with the accompanying comments 
present the result of the financial operations of the Town for the period 
designated.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF FARMINGTON 
JANUARY 1, 1961 TO DECEMBER 31, 1961 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the various officers 
of the Town of Farmington has been completed for the municipal year 
ended December 31, 1961. 

The examination included a review of cash transactions and an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are incorpo- 
rated in the following comments, exhibits and supporting schedules. 

An analysis of the results of the year’s operations showed that net 
departmental balances credited to surplus amounted to $23,046.78 per 
the following summary: 


Departmental Balances 


Unexpended $ 26,990 46 
Overdrafts 3,943 68 
Net Balances to Surplus $ 23,046 78 


Unexpended balances in overlay and excise tax accounts were the 
principal factors contributing to net balances credited to general fund 
surplus. 


ASSETS .... The general fund cash balance of $23,197.63 was 
reconciled with a statement furnished by First National Bank, Farm- 
ington, Maine. 

General fund investments of $10.00 were verified by physical 
examination of the stock certificate. 

Accounts receivable of $270.94 included prior years sewer charges 
of $102.50 and amounts due from the State of Maine and the City of 
Portland on charity accounts. 

Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $1,789.05 and 
$15.24 respectively. 

A deferred asset in the amount of $5,864.00 represents state aid 
road expenditures in anticipation of 1962 allotments. 


PeXDILLIIES,... Longe term inotes payable amounted © to 
$57,232.27 at the year end, representing the balance of Tannery Brook 
Sewer notes totaling $44,882.27 and Highway Equipment notes amount- 
ing to $12,350.00. Long term notes issued during the year included 
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the final issue of Tannery Brook Sewer notes totaling $14,882.27 and 
Highway Equipment notes in the amount of $17,350.00. 

Long term notes paid during the year included Tannery Brook 
Sewer notes in the amount of $5,000.00, Town Garage notes of $2,500.00 
and Highway Equipment notes of $5,000.00 

All notes are held by local banks at the rate of 3.5°% interest. 


SURPLUS ... . Appropriation account balances carried forward 
to the ensuing year amounted to $2,629.11 at the year end, and repre- 
sented Town Poor and Equipment account balances carried forward 
as directed by the Town Offcers. 

The unappropriated surplus of the Town amounted to a net 
deficit of $16,689.13 at the year end. This net deficit represented an 
increase of $11,746.51 as compared with the beginning of the year. 
The increase in net deficit was occasioned principally by the issuance 
of Town notes amounting to $32,232.27 and by the transfer of $16,000.00 
of surplus funds to reduction of the tax rate, as authorized at the 
annual Town meeting. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS .... The departmental vopem 
ating accounts showed an increase of $23,026.95 in funds raised by 
taxation, as compared with the preceding year. This increase in ap- 
propriations was reflected principally in Debt Service and Education 
accounts. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS... . Trust fund primemam 
totaled $39,610.33 at the year end while unexpended income amounted 
to $48.01. These were represented by time deposits of $29,658.34 and 
investments of $10,000.00 in U. S. Government bonds. Trust fund 
income amounted to $1,247.81 while $1,256.45 was expended in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the various trusts. 

The Highway equipment fund amounted to $313.88 at the year 
end, a decrease of $591.41 as compared with the preceding year. Income 
of $134.47 was offset by a transfer of $725.88 to the Debt and Interest 
account and applied to the payment of equipment notes. 

The Fire Equipment fund amounted to $15,102.98 at the year 
end and was represented by a time deposit. The increase in this 
fund amounting to $6,519.44 was occasioned by a Town appropriation 
of $2,500.00, a contribution of $3,651.57 from the Water District and 
by interest earned by the fund amounting to $368.37. 


GENERAL .... The Townspeople authorized the application of 
$16,000.00 of surplus funds to reduction of the tax rate, and the applica- 
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tion of excise taxes in the amount of $34,000.00 to the Summer Roads 
account. 

Town notes issued during the year for purchase of highway equip- 
ment.and for construction of Tannery Brook Sewer line was authorized 
at the 1960 Town meeting, but the transactions were not consummated 
until the fiscal year under review. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to 
the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to 
the extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 

In our opinion the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial status of the Town at Decem- 
ber 31, 1961, and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

Report of Fire Chief 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


It gives me great pleasure to submit my tenth annual report to the 
Town as Fire Chief. 

This past year was a busy one with 73 calls answered, not counting 
numerous inquiries and investigations of dubious fire conditions. Chim- 
neys and flooded burners still head the list, but we had three serious 
fires during the winter. Any fire is serious, no matter in what propor- 
tion, but these particular three nearly involved fatalities. We read 
every day of fatal fires, sometimes wiping out whole families, but it 
doesn’t sink in until it happens to someone you know. ‘These fires, 
namely Ferrari, Newcomb and Petrie, involved young people who were 
active and alert, and managed to get out of the building. Had these 
persons been of an advanced age I would hate to have predicted the 
outcome. Consequently, I urge all possible precautions. 

The department roster is full. We had several resignations and 
one member went into the armed services, but their vacancies have 
been filled. All equipment is in excellent condition. I hesitate even 
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mentioning a new truck after the performance of our 1931 Maxim 
pumper at the Bailey fire but, as you can see, it has passed its 30th 
birthday and the Insurance Underwriters still consider a truck obsolete 
after twenty years. At the present time we have some over $15,000 
in our reserve equipment fund which is nearly the amount needed for 
a replacement. 

We are participating this year in a state-sponsored fire school which 
will be most beneficial, especially to the newer members. 

The Town, this past year, has installed a radio base station at 
the Community Building for communication with town equipment. 
I feel we should, this year, install a relay at the fire station and a 
radio in the tanker. I don’t think it necessary to equip the other 
trucks as the tanker is always at the scene. 

I am reverting, once more, to our alarm system. As I have ex- 
plained in past reports we are still having trouble hearing our present 
alarm and I spoke of having radio receivers in each member’s house. 
With a relay unit at the fire station from the base at the Community 
Building these units could be activated thus alerting all members. The 
Town, in the past, has appropriated a sum of money toward the 
equipment fund and I would suggest that this year an amount be 
appropriated but used toward the purchase of these units. This par- 
ticular type of alarm system is being installed all over the country and has 
proven to be the answer to situations exactly like ours. 

Another sobering financial problem is that, eventually, we will be 
forced to maintain permanent men at the fire station. This is not 
an immediate necessity but, as the Town grows and the Underwriters 
demand more protection, it certainly will be a requirement. At the 
present time, however, we enjoy the highest insurance rating possible 
under our voluntary organization. But, like all the municipal depart- 
ments, there is a constant demand for more and varied services. A 
rather extreme case in point was a person who called on the fire phone 
and asked how they would go about to dispose of a dog. My first 
thought I left unsaid but I told him to contact a veterinarian. I further 
asked him how he happened to call the fire department for such in- 
formation and he told me that where he came from they were in- 
structed to call the fire department in case of any emergency. 

The department is honored to have this Town Report dedicated 
to them. We will certainly strive to maintain our record and fulfill 
the responsibility you have placed in us.

Annual Report of the 
Public Health Nursing Services 


FARMINGTON 1961 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total of the health of 
individuals and families living in a community. Good health is a 
state of physical, mental and social well-being; it is the foundation 
for joyous and vigorous living. An organized program for public 
health is provided in our area through the cooperative efforts of the 
school, parents, physicians, dentists, civic clubs and other citizens of 
the community. 

The school health program is concerned with protecting and im- 
proving the health of each child. Discovering the health needs of 
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children has involved the following activities: health examinations, 
vision and hearing tests, immunizations, and home visits with parents. 

The child health conferences are held monthly for the infants and 
pre-school children with two physicians in attendance. The total at- 
tendance this year was 674 with an average of 56 at each session. This 
is an important service and continues to be a successful program through 
the efforts of many volunteer workers. 

The nurse regards home visiting as one of her most important 
activities. She hopes to help families appraise their own health needs 
and make effective use of medical and health services. It has been 
possible to offer a limited amount of nursing care to our older age 
group and there is increasingly a need for more of this type of service. 

The public health nurse is only one member of a “health team’ 
in this community. She shares in planning and action with other 
workers to provide better health services to individuals and families. 
Our citizens are alert to their health needs and taking their share of 
responsibility to meet them. A vital working “health team” in this 
community strengthens the public health not only of Farmington, but 
also of the State and the Nation. 

In behalf of Mrs. Bigelow who has been your nurse for the past 
years and for myself who is just getting acquainted, may I express 
appreciation for your assistance and continued support.

REPORT OF PSYCHOLOGIST 


It is with pleasure I submit the first annual report of The Franklin 
County Area Counseling Service. 

The Service was officially in operation the first of September 1961. 
An office has been established at 17 Broadway, Farmington and is 
staffed by a fulltime psychologist and a part-time secretary. 

There are 15 towns sharing in this pioneer development, with the 
State of Maine contributing one half the expense. Each town par- 
ticipating is visited on a rotating schedule once every two or three 
weeks. ‘These visits are concerned, primarily, with the schools, but 
adults are seen as well. 

Response by the public has been most gratifying. Townspeople, 
in general, have shown considerable interest in knowing what specific 
things can be done in the area of psychological services; the kinds 
and ages of people who might benefit from the use of them. Coopera- 
tion from other professional groups has contributed, in a large measure, 
to the success of the service. 

From the following statistics, compiled for a four month period, 
there is more than enough work to be done by one full time psycholo- 
gist. I believe the program, eventually, may have to be revamped to 
include another full time psychologist or a choice will have to be made 
of doing more diagnostic work and referring those who need to be 
seen regularly over a long period of time (if they are to get help of a 
lasting nature) to private psychiatrists. Another alternative is to estab- 
lish a waiting list and do more thorough service with less people. At 
the present time, however, both short time diagnostic and longer term 
treatment services are in effect. Seeing people in small groups on a 
regular basis has seemed effective and at the same time partially solves 
the vexing problem of attempting to give more services to more people. 

These figures may help in showing the amount and variety of 
service that has been handled in the past four months. There have 
been a total of 206 cases, 132 with children and 74 with adults. It 
must be understood that each of these cases are not a single interview. 
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Some are seen on a regular basis of each week, some twice a month 
or once a month, consequently there have been 466 separate interviews. 
In addition there have been 218 professional consultations, 12 contacts 
with outside agencies, 102 tests administered and last, but not least, 
28 speeches before various groups and organizations. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the courtesy and cooperation 
that has been extended to me personally throughout the County Area. 
It is hoped that the Service has proved to be valuable and will be in- 
creasingly so as it becomes better established and understood.

We, the Trustees of the Farmington Public Library, wish to express 
our appreciation for your continued support. 


The following accounts disclose the expenditures of the various 
funds which have come into our possession, as well as their source. 


The roof on the library building is in a needed state of repair. 
Through the years the felt under the slate has completely disintegrated; 
the copper has parted at the seams, and in many instances the valleys 
are entirely devoid of protective covering. The most serious places 
have been corrected. The glass rotunda is already leaking in places 
and it is hoped that the same will last through the present winter. 
Through a planned program of rehabilitation, this can be corrected. 
Accordingly it is also hoped that in addition to the regular amount of 
Five Thousand dollars the town contributes for the operation of the 
library, that an additional sum of One Thousand Five Hundred dollars 
may be allocated for these needed repairs, each coming year until the 
work is completed. 


During the year the library has been the recipient under the will 
of Evelyn Ennis, as well as gifts from Mrs. Harold Titcomb in the 
amount of One Hundred dollars; the Art Study Club in the amount 
of One Hundred Ninety-four dollars and twenty-three cents; and Frances 
B. Hodgkins in the amount of Five Hundred dollars. These gifts are 
being added to the Trust Funds so that income will be available for 
future use, except where permission has been granted for their immediate 
expenditure. 


During the past year new files have been added to hold the bound 
volumes of the Franklin Chronicle and Journal. At the present time 
many of the unbound editions of the Chronicle and Franklin Register 
are in the hands of the binder and should be placed on file in the 
near future. 
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The cataloguing of the children’s library, from the Treasurer’s 
Fund, is well under way, thereby making this section more appealing 
to all. The Treasurer’s Fund is obtained through the generosity of 
your Treasurer, Natalie S. Butler, who is refunding to the library her 
stipulated salary. 

The Library likewise has received many books donated in memory 
of loved ones, either through the immediate family or friends.

TOWN MANAGER 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


Since the middle 1940’s, Farmington’s municipal problems have 
been those of a growing community. It can also be said that Farm- 
ington is a town willing to tackle its problems once the needs are 
apparent. 


It is, therefore, with pleasure that I summarize activities of your 
government for fiscal year 1961. 


Financial: 


The valuation of Farmington as.assessed by our local Assessors 
was $4,239,430.00. This represents approximately 30°/ of current resale 
value. With a budget of $384,581.70, a tax rate of 90 mills was re- 


quired to raise this money. 


Capital reserve funds at year’s end totaled $15,414.86. Trust funds 
remained constant at $39,666.98. Outstanding Notes are: Tannery 
Brook Sewer Line $44,882.27, Highway Equipment $12,350.00 or a 
total of $57,232.27. The cash balance at year’s end was $23,197.63. 
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Education: 


Major activity in the School system was, of course, the completion 
of the addition at the High School which nearly doubled facilities 
there. The Ingalls School was also renovated which provided four 
additional classrooms. Despite this, population growth studies indicate 
a shortage of elementary facilities by 1965. Immediate planning is 
needed in this regard. 


Streets and Ways: 


Evidence of a growing community shows its head each year in 
our Highway Department. Since our population is now 5,000, we 
were required as of July 1, 1961 to maintain, plow and sand all State 
roads in compact sections of town. The compact sections were also 
expanded, thus we now are required to care for an additional seven 
miles of highway. 

During the past year construction of the Town Farm Road, so- 
called, started. Funds for this project came from a special State-Aid 


and State Aid Funds. 


Town Road Improvement Funds were used on the Back Temple 
Road and except for a culvert, completed this section of the Temple 
Line. 


We continued our yearly practice of ditching and surfacing a por- 
tion of our rural roads. During the past year, the Red Schoolhouse 
Road, and a portion of Porter Hill were ditched and reshaped, as was 
Cowan Hill, Ramsdell and the Town Farm Roads. The Webster Road, 
Cowan Hill, Red Schoolhouse Road and the Blanchard Road were 
resurfaced. 


New Streets to accommodate new homes were constructed totaling 
600 feet, and a new road to the Ski Tow was completed. 


The Highway Department also carried out an extensive program 
of tarring our streets and rural roads. Approximately three miles of 
new work was done, plus all of our most traveled streets requiring 
the use of more than 30,000 gallons of tar and asphalt. 


This Department is also working on a program of improving the 
town sidewalks. During this past year 3,435 feet of walks were either 
completely rebuilt or resurfaced. Sidewalks receiving attention were: 
Main Street — 104. feet, Anson Street — 290 feet, Orchard Street — 
436 feet, Middle Street — 808 feet, North Street — 168 feet, Lake Ave- 
nue — 72 feet, High Street — 1,058 feet, and Academy Street — 499 feet. 

Money made available at Town Meeting for 2-way radios was used 
for this purpose. This system has worked perfectly and is contributing 
much in helping the department to give better service to our residents. 
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Public Buildings: 

All exterior woodwork at the Community Building was painted 
during the past year. A new building for salt storage was completed, 
thus enabling us to tear down a building previously used for that 


purpose. Some painting was done on buildings and fencing at Hippach 
Field. 


Sewers: 

The Annual Town Meeting in March 1961 appropriated $5,000.00 
for new sewer construction. This money was used to construct 570 feet 
of new sewer on High Street. Engineering fees for surveying Franklin 
Avenue, Lower Main Street and Maple Avenue were also taken from 
this appropriation. 


Parking: 

Through initiative of the Farmington Businessmen’s Group a 65 
car parking lot was constructed during the past year. ‘This is a big 
step in insuring a prosperous business section. ‘Total cost of the lot is 
being borne by the business men although work was done by town 
forces. 


Industrial Development: 


The Farmington Development Company was reactivated, and the 
company purchased nearly 90 acres of land to be used for future de- 
velopment. Meetings were set up with several industries and problems 
discussed with company heads. More work will be done during 1962. 


Public Relations: 


Much effort was made to keep the citizens fully informed of ac- 
tivities by their government. This was done through newspapers and 
local radio. 


The Future: 


1962 will surely present its problems, some of which are already 
evident. Unless we set our course soon concerning Pollution control, 
School Building, Street Building and Drainage and other lesser services, 
such as planning, protections, and health services, the proper growth 
and future of Farmington will be delayed.

All of this is going to cost a tremendous amount of money, but 
the die is cast and nothing outside a national disaster can stop the 
population growth. An increasing population demands services and no 
community can stand still in the face of it. 


I wish to express my sincerest appreciation to the Board of Select- 
men for excellent cooperation, and to the town employees, who in 
many cases, went far beyond the call of duty to perform their services 
and finally to the citizens, because only through their cooperation and 
understanding, can we carry out a successful administration.

second floor. This building is adjacent to what was formerly the 
Steam Laundry and which is now the showroom for J. W. & W. D. 
Barker, Inc. | 

The Corporation subsequently built a fire station on High Street, 
where the Maine Consolidated Power Company now has its building. 
Here the fire engine was housed as well as the first Ford Pumper. 

Later the corporation acquired the old Clifford Belcher home on 
High Street. The house was razed and the present up-to-date fire 
station built on the site. 

Originally, the Village Corporation and the Town of Farmington 
each owned part of the equipment. The Corporation supported the 
Fire Department by taxation; the town paid for the services of the 
men whenever a fire occurred outside the corporation limits, the sub- 
urban limits and/or in West Farmington.

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1838 - 1963 
Organization of Franklin County 


The present County of Franklin embraces territory which was, at 
one time, part of Lincoln County. It was later a part of Kennebec 
County and on May 10, 1838 it was organized as a separate county 
under its present name. 

This new county resulted from the efforts of people in all seven- 
teen of the towns in the county and had been sought since Maine’s 
separation from Massachusetts in 1820. The first record of concerted 
action in this direction was a convention called on July 12, 1832 to con- 
sider the advisability of petitioning the Legislature for a division of 
Kennebec. Theodore Marst of Phillips was chosen chairman of the 
meeting and Nathan Cutler was named Secretary. Apparently no 
special result came of this meeting. Dr. Josiah Prescott was Farming- 
ton’s member of the Legislature in the winter of 1838 and Hiram 
Belcher was a member of the Senate. Dr. Prescott made special effort 
to have the matter carried to a successful issue and was ably seconded 
by Mr. Cutler. There was strong opposition from the counties which 
were to lose territory by the change and also by some people in the 
county itself, but the bill for the creation of the County of Franklin was 
passed on March 20, 1838 and was signed by the Governor the same 
day. 

The bill provided, however, that there should be a special election 
on the matter in the month of April 1838. When the votes had been 
returned to the Secretary of State’s office it was found that a majority 
of the people had voted for the new division. The towns included in 
the newly organized county were: Farmington, New Vineyard, Strong, 
Kingfield, Freeman, Phillips, Industry, Wilton, Chesterville, Jay, 
Temple, New Sharon, Salem, Weld, Avon, Carthage, Madrid and 


Berlin.

TOWN OF FARMINGTON 
JANUARY 1, 1962 TO DECEMBER 31, 1962 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the various officers 
of the Town of Farmington has been completed for the municipal year 
ended December 31, 1962. 

The examination included a review of cash transactions and an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are incorpo- 
rated in the following comments, exhibits and supporting schedules. 

An analysis of the results of the year’s operations showed that net 
departmental balances credited to surplus amounted to $12,799.96 per 
the following summary: 


Departmental Balances 


Unexpended $ 14,119 76 
Overdrafts 1,319 80 
Net Balances to Surplus D257 99896 


Unexpended balances in overlay and excise tax accounts were the 
principal factors contributing to net balances credited to general fund 
surplus. 


ASSETS .... The general fund cash balance of $5,843.95 was 
reconciled with a statement furnished by First National Bank, Farm- 
ington, Maine. 

General fund investments of $10.00 were verified by physical ex- 
amination of the stock certificate. 

Accounts receivable of $7,264.86 included prior years sewer charges 
of $102.50 and amounts due from the State of Maine for highway 
subsidies and porcupine bounties. 

Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $1,785.66 and 
$425.03 respectively. 
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LIABILITIES .... Notes payable amounted to $47,232.27 at the 
year end, representing the balance of Tannery Brook Sewer Notes totaling 
$39,882.27 and Highway Equipment Notes amounting to $7,350.00. 

Long Term notes paid during the year included Tannery Brook 
Note amounting to $5,000.00 and Highway Equipment notes totaling 
$5,000.00. 

Maturities in 1963 total $5,000.00 of the Tannery Brook notes and 
$5,000.00 of Highway Equipment Notes. 

All notes are held by local banks at 3.5°% interest. 


RESERVES .... The Sewer construction reserve fund amounted 
to $10,000.00 at the year end, and was included in the general fund 


checking account. 


SURPLUS ... . Appropriation account balances carried forward 
to the ensuing year amounted to $1,745.67 at the year end, and repre- 
sented Town Poor and equipment account balances carried forward as 
directed by the Town officers. 

The Net Deficit of the Town amounted to $17,889.17 at the year 
end, an increase of $1,200.04 as compared with the beginning of the 
year. The increase in net deficit was occasioned principally by a transfer 
of $24,000.00 to reduction of the tax rate less the gain realized by the 
lapsing of departmental balances and by notes paid by appropriation. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS .... The departmental oper- 
ating accounts showed an increase of $32,420.42 in funds raised by 
taxation, as compared with the preceding year. This increase in ap- 
propriations was reflected principally in Protection and Education 
accounts. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS ... . Trust fund principals 
totaled $39,610.33 at the year end while unexpended income amounted 
to $180.42. These were represented by time deposits of $29,790.75. and 
investments of $10,000.00 in U. S. Government bonds. Trust fund 
income amounted to $1,465.25 while $1,332.84 was expended in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the various trusts. 

The Highway equipment fund amounted to $326.54 at the year 
end, an increase of $12.66 as compared with the preceding year. 

The Fire equipment fund amounted to $15,559.08 at the year end 
and was represented by a time deposit. The increase in this fund 
amounting to $456.10 was occasioned by interest earned by the fund. 
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GENERAL .... The Townspeople authorized the application of 
$24,000.00 of surplus funds to the reduction of the tax rate, and the 
application, of excise taxes in the amount of $37,000.00 to the Summer 
Roads account. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to the 
extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 

In our opinion the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial status of the Town at December 31, 
1962, and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

FARMINGTON 1962 


At the year’s end it is again appropriate to give an account of 
public health nursing services in the community for the year 1962. 


Child health conferences were held for the benefit of the infants 
and pre-school children at which time medical supervision and im- 
munizations were offered. The total number of children attending 
numbered 733. Volunteer helpers rendered valuable and competent as- 
sistance in the planning and staffing of these conferences. 
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The routine school examination to the selected grades were given 
in the fall. Immunizations were offered in the schools last spring. ‘The 
number of completed immunizations follows: 


Diphtheria, tetanus (combined) 61 
Tetanus 36 
Polio 1,310 
Smallpox vaccinations 238 
Tuberculin skin tests 186

Report of Fire Chief 


I am submitting my eleventh annual report of the Farmington Fire 
Department. It doesn’t seem possible, but our long time honored chief 
V. C. Huart passed away in April of 1951. 


We had a small year in the number of fires, totalling 43. The usual 
run of chimneys and oil burners but we had two bad ones, one at the 
new High School and at the Sportsman Grill. Only through the immedi- 
ate summoning of the department was serious damage averted, especially 
at the restaurant, which is situated in nest of wooden buildings. 


_ Speaking of reporting fires, the people of Farmington are exception- 
ally good on this point. However, I can’t stress enough the importance of 
calling the department when there is the slightest suspicion of fire. There 
is never any reason to feel embarrassment if, when the Department ar- 
rives, it has turned out to be nothing, as we would rather respond 
to such a call than a delayed one and find a real smoker in progress. 
Another matter on reporting fires is that we have been most fortunate to 
have an alert group of operators in our local telephone exchange, that 
pass on these fire calls to the proper departments. As you may know 
this exchange services numerous towns and it is most essential you give 
the operator, not only your name, but the town in which the fire is lo- 
cated. Occasionally people call and merely say, in the excitement, to send 
the fire department, giving no name or location, and hang up. Naturally 
we can’t move without that vital information and have to await a second 
call. Consequently there are times when the department doesn’t arrive 
as soon as expected due to this particular complication. 


I am happy to report our new radio alerting system is in operation. 
This definitely seems to be the answer to our alarm problems. At present 
we have a base station located in my home, five units in the drivers 
houses and a two way radio installed in the tanker. As you will notice 
in the warrant, we have an article to purchase more of the home units 
in hopes that each fireman will be linked into the system. Of course we 
will not eliminate the present fire whistle, as it will be used during the 
day and also for any box alarms. But under the new system, I pick up 
the red phone, on which fires are reported, and can, at the same time, 
press a button which sends out a tone signal, that in itself is an alarm and 
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is received by each man over his home unit. I then pick up a micro- 
phone and tell them the locations and type of fire so that each fireman 
knows where he is going and what we can expect. In this manner the 
alarm is received and transmitted in a matter of seconds. 


Of course we will have some repercussions from the many truck- 
chasers but, as near as I am able to see, they will have to maintain their 
own alerting system. 


We had a six session Fire School last winter that is sponsored by the 
Department of Education. We are starting another in February. These 
schools cover all phases of fire fighting and are administered by trained 
firemen from the many larger departments in the State. It is almost a 
necessity for small departments to accept this training program as we 
have so few fires at times, we get out of touch with handling the equip- 
ment. Also, each year, it seems there is more advanced knowledge on 
certain fire situations that can be taught us. 


We are also attempting to help organize a new Franklin County 
Firemens Association. This association will comprise all members of the 
fire department in the County. We are in hopes of furthering a new 
insurance program and better understanding of equipment maintained 
by the various departments. Monthly meetings will be held at different 
towns and it will help in getting to know all our neighboring firemen. 


Our Fire Equipment Reserve Fund now stands at $15,559.08 and I 
think next year we should start making some plans to replace our 1931 
Maxim. We have let it slide for the past two years, as acquiring the 
radios, seemed to take precedence. However, we will be back at it next 
year. 


I have attempted to give a short summary of our activities during 
the past year and, no doubt, have left some questions unanswered. If 
there is any phase of the service I can explain more fully, don’t hesitate 
to get in touch with me or any member.

REPORT OF PSYCHOLOGIST 


I am pleased to submit my second annual report of The Franklin 
County Area Family Counseling Service. It is most gratifying that 
the service, sponsored by you, has been so well received. 

Our year September 1961 to September 1962 was a full one with a 
total of 300 cases. This number may appear small, but it includes 
841 child interviews, 726 adult interviews and 225 administered tests, 
and numerous speaking engagements. 

As you may know, this service is sponsored, through taxation, by 
the towns in the County with matching funds provided by the State. 
This is the only mental service in the State so provided and has been 
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used as a pilot program. Dr. Shumacher, Director of Mental Health, 
supervises the entire program and, through his nomination, the Health 
Council of Maine awarded us a Certificate of Merit for “an outstanding 
contribution to the betterment of Citizen and Community Health during 
the year 1960.” 

We are asking and hope it will be approved, for a ten percent in- 
crease in our usual appropriation. This is due to a continued increase 
in our operating expenses, which seems to affect all services. 

It has been most remarkable and encouraging to see the number 
of adults that have and are using the service. I think that people are 
gradually losing their fears of consulting a psychologist. We aren't in 
a position to come up with the right answers to everyone’s problems, 
but we are able to help them to solve their own. In this second year 
several groups have been formed where mothers can meet regularly and 
share ideas and experiences concerning family living and discipline. 

Plans are being formulated to add another psychologist, as the sery- 
ice keeps growing. By having another person available we could give 
more time and quality of service. As an example of our present situa- 
tion, we have had 129 children and 122 adults use our service from 
September 1, to January 1, 1963. 

I wish to thank personally the many doctors, nurses, clergymen, 
school administratives, teachers, lawyers and friends whose cooperation 
and backing have added immeasurably to the acceptance and use of 
this service.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


_ We feel it an honor, as Trustees of the Farmington Public Library 
Association, not only to render to you an account of our expenditures 
with the funds which you have so generously appropriated. for the oper- 
ating account and the special repair account of the Cutler Memorial 
Library, but also to give you a summary of the disposition of other 
funds within our custody. 


The operating account speaks for itself, and no further explanation 
seems necessary. Under the repair account, the north side of the roof 
has been entirely relaid with new felt paper under the slate shingles. 
It is believed that we now have stopped the leaking around the entrance 
and in the Children’s Room. The gutter on the southwest side of the 
building has been replaced with copper. The south and east portions 
yet remain to be done, as well as the rotunda. A temporary patch has 
been placed on a portion of the glass dome that was leaking quite 
badly last fall. We were extremely fortunate in having the plastering 
job at the entrance of the library donated, thereby saving us considerable 
expense and enabling us to apply those funds to other purposes when 
the occasion demands. 


Some citizens may believe that the library has sufficient funds 
without the support of the townspeople, but such is not the case, as our 
report well indicates. The library cannot offer the services a com- 
munity of our size should expect from a library without additional 
funds for operating expenses. 


We are most fortunate to have the splendid services of Miss Shirley 
Marcous, our librarian, and that of her assistant, Mrs. Mildred Simmons. 
But they cannot do all the work alone. This year we have tried to 
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expedite matters to some extent, by employing extra help for cataloguing 
the books so that they may be put into circulation as soon as possible 
for your enjoyment and convenience. We have also attempted to keep 
you better informed about your library through the media of press and 
radio. 
We trust we have merited your continued support.

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Report of 
TOWN MANAGER 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


Each passing year seems to bring out the importance of good mu- 
nicipal planning in its approach to problems of local government. In 
order to set an accurate course for our municipal goals, we need the 
aid of active participation by the citizens and decisive action by our 
municipal officials. 

Let’s summarize our activities during 1962 with the thought of how 


we can better the programs being offered and still maintain fiscal re- 
sponsibility in financing. 


ik 


Financial: 

Capital reserve funds increased over $10,000.00 during the fiscal 
year and now total $25,895.62. Our trust funds total $39,666.78. 

During the year we amortized $10,000.00 in outstanding Notes, 
leaving $39,882.27 unpaid on the Tannery Brook Sewer Line and 
$7,350.00 on our Highway Equipment note. 

1962 was not particularly kind to us from a financial stand-point. 
Unpaid taxes at year’s end were higher than ever in the town’s history. 
Anticipated revenues from Excise taxes and other sources of municipal 
revenue were less than expected and at year’s end we found ourselves 
barely able to pay current expenses, leaving a cash balance of $5,843.95, 
lowest in several years. This financial situation appears headed for 
improvement as the economy rights itself from a period of re-adjustment. 


Education: 

Demands for educational funds are continually taking a larger share 
of the tax dollar. During 1962 it represents 64.654 of each dollar 
paid as compared to 62.23°% in 1961. Increased costs not only represent 
costs of building improvements but also increased costs as a result of 
raising educational standards. 

Our school system is a good one with many improvements having 
been made during the past several years; this includes a new school 
bus garage built this past summer. 


Streets and Ways: 

Town Road Improvement Funds were used to construct seven- 
tenths of a mile on the Red Schoolhouse road which nearly completed 
this section of road to the Wilton Town Line. The balance of this 1962 
allotment was used on the Perham Hill Road ending at the New Sharon 
Town Line. 

During the year, we constructed 1,156 feet of new village streets to 
accommodate new homes being built. Locations were on Stewart Ave., 
Highland Ave. and the Davis Road. 

Each year on our maintenance projects, we attempt work which 
tend to improve existing conditions. In this regard the following roads 
or streets were ditched, culverts replaced where necessary and gravel 
applied: “The Branch” on the Porter Hill road, Hovey Road, Mason 
Road, Waugh Road and Lake Ave. Ext. 8,122 yards of gravel was 
applied on maintenance and improvement projects this past year. 

30,700 gallons of tar and asphalt were used in our permanent street 
cover program. This included 1/4 miles of new work. Our sidewalk 
program included purchasing and installing 152 feet of granite curbing 
on Main Street by the A & P Store, Hal’s Restaurant and the Davis 
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Funeral Home. We also resurfaced 4,000 feet of town sidewalks at the 
following locations: Water Street, Oaks Street in West Farmington, 
Main Street, High Street and Quebec Street in Farmington Village. 

New traffic signals were installed at the junction of Main Street 
and Broadway during this past summer. This system complies with 
the latest State Safety code for protection of both automotive and pedes- 
trian traffic. 


Sewers: 

This past year witnessed new sewer construction commencing at 
the corner of Lincoln and High Street, extending Northerly on High 
Street to the new Teachers College gym, a distance of approximately 
500 feet. A new line was also constructed commencing at the corner of 
School and Perkins Street, then Southerly across college property to 
Lincoln Street, a distance of approximately 300 feet. These new lines 
were constructed and paid for by the State of Maine, but will become 
a part of the town sewer system built in accordance with our master 
plan. 

The $10,000.00 sewer reserve initiated last year is available at such 
time as the town shall dictate. 


The Future: 

As 1963 approaches, we are already aware of rising municipal costs 
and increased services. An informed citizenry is needed to help dictate 
the role to be played by its municipal government. Once again it 
seems necessary to point to Education, Pollution Control and proper 
Sewerage Facilities, Street Building, Planning and Industrial Develop- 
ment as specific areas needing special attention if our town is to progress 
and meet the needs of present and future generations. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the Board of Selectmen, all 
Town Employees and to you citizens for the excellent cooperation and 
courtesy received during the year.

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FARMINGTON STATE 
TEACHERS COLLEGE 


FARMINGTON, MAINE 


The Farmington State Teachers College was established as 
the Farmington State Normal School in 1863 and opened in the 
fall of 1864 as the sixth public normal school in the country and 
the first in Maine. During its one hundred years of training 
teachers, it has been administered by eight presidents and has 
sent out more than 7,000 teachers into service. Organized first 
as an elementary professional program, one of the early Home 
Economics Education curricula was introduced in 1913. This 
offering became degree-granting in status in 1928. Later, in 
1946, degrees in Elementary and in Junior High Education were 
approved. A Special Education Department was initiated in 
1961 as a full time program with the first degrees granted in 
June of 1962. Currently, the college is the state’s primary source 
for secondary home economics teachers and teachers in the spe- 
cial education field. 


The college now enrolls 530 students, of which approxi- 
mately one-third are men. It has an operating budget in excess 
of three-quarters of a million dollars annually, a plant valuation 
of $3 million, and is in the midst of a physical expansion pro- 
gram that involves over five million dollars. The college oper- 
ates an undergraduate summer session biennially, principally to 
serve the needs of in-service elementary teachers. It also works 
in conjunction with the University of Maine on a state-wide pro- 
gram in Conservation Education which is located at Bryant Pond. 
Probable program expansion will include the preparation of 
secondary teachers and library science specialists. A graduate 
program is presently being developed to open with a session 
during the summer of 1964.

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Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Services 


FARMINGTON 1963 


A summary of the public health nursing services during the 
past year is presented as follows: 

Infants and pre-school children received immunizations at 
the monthly Child Health Conferences held in the Community 
Building. 126 infants were registered this year making the total 
attendance 774. Many volunteer workers still continue to con- 
tribute their time and effort to make this program possible. 

Some of the services offered in the school health program 
include, vision and hearing testing, screening out those pupils 
needing further medical attention and immunizations against 
communicable diseases. Conferences are held with school per- 
sonnel and follow-up home visits on referrals are made. For 
many years our local physicians have administered physical ex- 
aminations in the schools. Because of increasing enrollments and 
rather unsatisfactory results of mass examinations given in poor 
facilities, parents of the 9th grade were asked to cooperate in a 
new program. This program encouraged parents to have their 
child have a complete physical examination by their family 
physician. This is a decided improvement assuring the child of a 
satisfactory physical examination. It is planned to extend this 
program to include other grades. 


The number of immunizations given in the schools follows: 


Diphtheria, tetanus (combined) 190 
Tetanus 245 
Polio 210 
Smallpox vaccinations 272 
Tuberculin skin tests 67 


Nursing assistance was given to the following adult clinics: 


Influenza immunizations 246 
Polio, tetanus and smallpox 133 


Through referrals by family physicians, 23 children have at- 
tended various state clinics including orthopedic, pediatric and 
cardiac.

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Report of 
Fire Chief 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


It doesn’t seem possible, the years going as fast as they do, 
that | present my twelfth report to you as Fire Chief. 

We answered 62 calls this past year and, as usual, chim- 
ney fires predominate. It has always been a mystery to me how 
so many chimneys can get afire after having been cleaned only a 
few weeks before. It is rather amusing to have a husband say 
the chimney has been cleaned only a few months previously 
and then the wife, inadvertently, telling us later that it hadn’t 
been cleaned for three years. In a case of this type we are more 
apt to believe the woman. 

There was only one serious fire, that of Hubert Knowlton 
on Perham Street. It certainly is a good feeling to see these 
places rebuilt, even better than before because, when we lose 
one in the country, and we do lose them occasionally, it is hardly 
ever rebuilt. 

We had a State-sponsored Fire School during the Winter on 
hose and ladders which was well attended. These schools are 
very important to volunteer departments. They are set up by 
the State at no charge to the Town. 

Our radio alerting system is now complete. We have 22 
units, one in every fireman’s home, and the three chiefs have red 
fire phones. It has proved to be most valuable, and will be 
more so as we go along. At present the entire system is located 
in my bedroom. This has worked out well as far as alerting the 
fire company, but there is one draw back. Our chief night dis- 
patcher is apt to go back to bed and asleep. | might say, in def- 
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erence to her loyal service, she is doing better. Eventually, as 
the Town grows and we are obliged to maintain some perma- 
nent men, this will be transferred to the Fire Station. 

The company is complete, and we have a waiting list. We 
are most fortunate in having such a group of able and dedi- 
cated men in our department. 

As you will notice in the warrant we are asking for an- 
other $1,500 for our equipment fund. We are starting to lay 
groundwork to purchase a new pumper to replace our 1931 
Maxim. Rather than turn in this piece of equipment, which 
operates perfectly, but the age is against it, | think we should 
put a little more money in it and convert it into a utility truck 
with a larger tank. This would give us three pumpers and four 
tanks, counting one tanker at Farmington Falls. 

| might say, in closing, that if there are any suggestions 
for improvements that anyone thinks would be for the good of 
the department we would gladly welcome them.

| am pleased to submit my third annual psychologist’s re- 
port. The past year has seen continued and increased use of the 
Counseling services. We have been fortunate in obtaining the 
services of Dr. Reuben Leitman, M. D., a highly qualified psy- 
chiatrist, who came to us from Lewiston for 3 hours a week as a 
consultant. He is able to screen out our more serious cases and 
advise as to proper treatment and medication. This has proved 
to be very valuable and has added much depth to the services 
in general. 

The following figures speak for themselves as evidence that 
your citizens are availing themselves of the services offered 
here. In the past year, a total of 273 adults, and 230 children 
were seen. These people represent 312 separate families. Some 
were seen regularly over a period of many weeks, involving 
many interviews. In addition, 38 speeches were made to a 
variety of clubs and organizations. 

In your town 118 different people have received services 
since our beginning in September 1962. It should be kept in 
mind that many hours are usually given to each case over a 
long period of time. 

You have my sincere appreciation for the cooperation and 
the many personal courtesies that are extended as | visit your 
towns. This is especially true of your school personnel who 
make it possible for children to get help within my available 
time and who do everything in their power to assist in helping 
each child who needs special understanding and attention.

To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


It is with a great deal of pleasure that | present the 170th 
annual report of the Town of Farmington and the sixteenth year 
under the Selectmen-Manager form of government. 


| am pleased to report that again this year we were able 
to carry out the municipal program approved at town meeting 
within the budgetary limitations set forth. Anticipated revenues 
from sources other than property taxes exceeded estimates with 
a result that we ended fiscal year 1963 with a gain of 
$28,424.84. 


In accordance with a planned schedule, $10,000.00 was 
paid on outstanding demand notes which now leaves a balance 
due of $41,832.27. Capital reserve funds and trust funds total 
$64,128.37. 


Once again this year, more than 30,700 gallons of asphalt 
and tar was applied to town highways. 1,375 feet of Maple 
Ave. was reconstructed following completion of a new sewer 
line, and approximately 200 feet of new street was nearly com- 
pleted in the area of the Davis Brothers development. 


Town Road Improvement funds were used to construct a 
part of the Osborne Road and Winding Hill on the Savage Road. 
1963 State Aid Funds and anticipated 1964 funds were used to 
continue work on the Town Farm Road, so called. 
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Snow removal and ice control did not cost any more than 
the previous year, despite the heavy snow fall. Labor and 
equipment costs were higher, but because of cold weather, we 
did not use as much salt. 


In the area of sewer construction, approximately 1,665 feet 
of sewer was replaced on the Westerly end of Maple Ave. and 
the extreme Southerly end of Lower Main Street. All sewer con- 
struction jobs follow the master engineering plan outlined in 
1956. 


Like an old record, | must again stress the necessity of long 
range planning in the community to insure proper emphasis on 
governmental functions desired by its citizens. Good planning 
will also determine the order of importance of specified projects. 
This is the largest single aid in stabilizing a tax rate so neces- 
sary for a sound economy. 


| am very grateful for the excellent cooperation received 
each year from the Board of Selectmen, Town employees and 
you citizens of Farmington. Municipal government can not oper- 
ate without a smooth working municipal team of dedicated peo- 
ple and equally important is the necessity of an informed citi- 
zenry with an understanding of community goals. The Town of 
Farmington has both.
